eM'\y Lords, 


Od hath delivered your enemies into your hands, the praiſe 
\_ Jand honour be rendered unto himſclte, and now praiſe 
will very well become the upright in heart: To enlarge the par- 
ticular circumſtances of the action ,it will not be very needtull, 
every particular hath been managed by a providence which is 
not admirable by any one thing but in the whole , ſo lictle of 
manor nothing, but wholly and all of God, yet wethink it ne-- 
ceffary to acquaint you with the way how the Lord brought 
it «bout : 'Ulpon Sunday at night we received ſome Intelligence 
at Tnyerneſſe , that the enemy was advanced down from 5trath- 
Spey to Balvenie, And that they hada reſolution, and char ſud- 
denlyto make a march, and as our Intelligence from a carefull 
hand, being the Governour of the Bogze , djd infarme , ir was 
probable ſuddenly co diſpatch us , at this time neither we, nor 
any that keeped correſpondence with us, heard any newes from 
the Lieutenant Generall , and this made us thinke ourſelves in 
{ome probable danger , being in a very narrow place if they 
ſhould have entred Rofſe upon us, not having above 150 horſe 

after conſideration of our condition , we conceived that the. 
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Lord called for ſome thing trom us in this dark time, the ene. 
mies making themſelves ſtrong, and getting up their Levies in 
leverall places without any reſiſtance, made us reſolve to march 
the ſame night, being Sunday at night,& where ever we met,if 
the river was rydable to engage with them; that nighr we-ad- 
vanced towards Calde!t, and refreſhed alittle in the morning, 
we had Intelligence of the enemies being at E/g7n , and then 
concluded from that we muſt meer with them neceſſarily upon 
the march : Inthat place, having (in that weak manner we were 
able) ſought the Lord in this matter, with freedom we reſolved 
in the Lords ſtrength toadvance to Forres, there our jormer 
Intell;gencewas contradicted, we expected a conſiderable num- 
ber of the Gentry of 2ucray, which much or rather altogether 
tailed us, yet notwithſtanding, we conceived it neceſſary to ad- 
vance that night,and'it they had not crofled Spey ro engage with 
them at Balvenie-land, though we met with ſome more difficul- 
ty that way; this betngoncluded, we came on Munday at night 
neer Rothes,where we refreſhed three or four hours, & there we 
could nor be certainly informed it that thewater was rydable or 
not, only we heard that Middleton had tryed it, and it was im- 
poſſible for him , yet being there, we reſolved in the Lords 

ſtrength to go on,8 marching trom that place early,we advan- 
vanced towards the Foords,and trying ohne Foord , it was'not 
to be ridden, but another above was , yet with great hazzard, 
forit was very ſtrong and deep, and moſt that paſſed,{wimmed, 
and one was loſt; Lievtenant- Collonell Strachan who com- 
manded the fore-partic conſiſting of about 50 horſe, being 
through, marched on, and quickly advanced up, paſſing by 
fome quarters without notice,he marched up to a Body of their 

Foot, and moſt faithfully charged them , and brake them, and 
diſſipated them ; many then fled to the Hills, then the Al- 
larm was univerſall, ſome drew to the Caſtle of Balveric 
which was purſued (till by the Lieutenant Colonel , —_— 
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(3). 
Body, under the Command ofthe Lord Rae, drew to ſome bu- 
n ſhes of wood , and being drawne in there , had no onwt-gate 
N though a ſtrong ground tor them,, we then drew a partieto the 
f other ſide of the Hill chat they might nor paſſe: By this rime, 
. comming to fome diſcourſe, my Lord Rae tent up,and we,after 
{ome debate,proffered them their lives,and only their lives:Bur 
after more confideration , we conſulted upon theſe Articles of 
Capitulation here incloled : We have with us atthistimeneer 
upon 800. andthere are betwixt 60. and $0. kilted, and not'one 
of us; We conceivethere are two orthree hundred fled, if not 
more; And have directed letters to the Laird of Graunt(who in- 
deed deſerves to be cheriſhed) to intercept them : Now, my 
Lords, we have no more to ſay,craving pardon for our tediou(- 
neſle, only this we dare fay,that God ſpeaketh this language ro 
' Scotland this day by his diſpenſations, that if they will have a 
tender eye to his Kingdome, you ſhall not be troubled much 
with any tear for your own : We earneſtly deſire your Com- 
"mands, what courſe ſhall beraken with the people that we have, 
(ever providing our Capitulation be keeped) for the ſecurity of 
the Kingdom,and becauſe we are to condactchem torheir own 
'Country, we deſire that the publick Commands may be. ſent 
co Lieutenant Generall Zeſley with all expeditton,for we are re- 
ſolved to keep them together untill we hear from your Loxd- 
ſhip, or from the Leiurenant Generall , which we humbly and 
earneſtly deſire may be with all expedition. We will not ven- 
ture to trouble your Lorſhip any further , humbly taking our 


leaves,we remain . |
